stones would immediately cry 
out.” Truly the noise has to be 
made if you worship the Lord so 
as to please Him. 


Some have said, “The Lord 
wants us to worship Him in 
Spirit and in truth.”I admit the 
truth of this statement for it is 
according to Scripture. “God is 
a Spirit: and they that worship 
him must worship him in spirit 
and in truth.” (Jno. 4:24.) But 
what is it to worship Him in 
spirit and in truth? It is to get 
into the spirit of the worship 
according to the Bible, and it 
has already been shown that the 
spirit of the worship as describ- 
ed in the Bible requires noise, 
and loud noise at that. It re- 
quires singing God’s praise. It 
requires standing in the sanc- 
tuary sometimes with the hands 
raised toward heaven and prais- 
ing God with a loud noise.

Now look and you will see the 
scene change suddenly. There 
are the angels standing round 
about the throne, and about 
the elders and the four beasts.

O what worship! This is sure- 
ly perfect worship. This must be 
the kind of worship that pleases 
the Lord—that is in spirit and 
in truth. It is universal. The 
four beasts, the twenty-four 
elders, the many angels, and 
every creature that is in heaven,

eould number, all worshipping 
Jod in universal narmony. It is 
praise rather than petition. 
Faith has been transformed in- 
to sight; they have fought the 
good fight, and have received 
their reward. Henceforth it is

There is a movement in sing- 
ing that will take the life out of 
a person even if he is naturally 
lively. I’ve had the experience 
more than once. I’ve _ entered 
the house of worship full of life 
and enthusiasm with a full in- 
tention of worshiping the Lord 
with all the life and energy I 
had. The first few songs would 
drag along so that before I 
was scarcely aware of it I found 
myself dropped down to zero 
and never got above it during 
the entire service. I don’t want 
this experience any more. 


The very first song should be 
lively and sung enthusiastically. 
And don’t wait a long time for 
the second song. The ieader 
should be full of fire and ready 
to announce the second song 
before the sound of the first 
dies away: The prayer should be 
equally enthusiastic, full of fire 
and a real approach to God. 
The preacher should be full of 
fire so he can fire up his con- 
gregation. He should be prayed 
full before he comes to the ser- 
vice. Then he can lift his con-
